Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-6 are allowed. 

Reason for Allowance 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art fail to disclose or suggest a glass composition having the composition as 
recited in the instant claims, which result in the recited properties specifically refractive index, 
Abbe number, T g , and devitrification property when held at 920°C for 2 hours. 

The closest prior art is deemed to be Japanese Patent Application Publication No. 60- 
221338 by Inoue. Inoue discloses a similar composition but does not the devitrification. 
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Applicants arguments filed 14 March 2006 pages 4-7 and originally Specification, specifically 
Table 3 show that the glass of Inoue does not have the devitrification as required by the instant 
claims. The instantly claimed glasses have the recited ranges of components and combined 
totals for the following three groups 1) Si0 2 and B 2 0 3 2) Zr0 2 , Nb20 5 , and Ta 2 0 5 , and 3) ZnO, 
CaO, SrO, and BaO AND the devitrification limitation. The glasses of Inoue fail to meet the 
devitrification limitation.
